His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


In the name of His Majesty the King, I welcome you to the 
Fourth Session of the Ninth Legislature of the Province of 
Alberta. 


Since the prorogation of the last Session, the Province of 
Alberta has suffered the loss of one of its most distinguished 
citizens and outstanding public servants in the person of The 
Honourable William Aberhart, Premier of our Province for the 
past eight years. Mr. Aberhart was a man of vision and courage, 
an ardent reformer whose aggressive leadership was an inspira- 
tion to many. He was endeared to all because of his great 
humanity and his active interest in human welfare. His many 
accomplishments in the field of Education and Social Justice will 
remain as a permanent memorial to his noble career. 


More recently the people of the Province have mourned the 
death of another able Legislator in the person of the late, Honour- 
able Member for Red Deer, Mr. Alfred Speakman. Mr. Speakman’s 
abilities and talents were generously exercised in the public 
interest. His notable contributions to the solution of the problems 
of Returned Men, Farmers and Municipalities, together with his 
work as a member of the Alberta Post-War Reconstruction Com- 
mittee, will stand as a monument to his public service. 
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The successful prosecution of the War continues to be the 
matter of prime importance engaging the attention and energies 
of the Canadian people. In recent months the tide of battle has 
turned definitely in favour of the United Nations. While a long 
and bitter struggle still lies ahead, the dawn of certain victory 
should inspire us to renewed vigour in our National War effort. 


My Government will continue to give full co-operation and 
assistance to the Federal Government in all practicable measures 
designed to hasten a victorious peace. 


Alberta, in common with other Provinces, has suffered many 
casualties among her sons serving in the Armed Forces. To those 
who have been stricken through the loss of loved ones my Govern- 
ment proffers its deepest sympathy, and expresses the hope that 
the triumph of the cause in which they so valiantly gave their 
lives will bring some measure of comfort to those who mourn 
their great loss. 


In keeping with the importance of our basic industry, Agri- 
culture, my Government proposes to increase Agricultural ser- 
vices and expenditures. District Agriculturist services which 
already have been substantially enlarged will be still further 
expanded to meet the War and Post-War demands confronting 
the Agricultural industry. Greater attention will be paid to the 
services rendered by the Department of Extension designed to 
assist in the improvement of rural farm homes. The staff of the 
District Home Economists will be further increased, and addi- 
tional services rendered. 


It is proposed to take further steps in the control of live 
stock diseases by enlarging T.B. free areas, providing additional 
veterinary services, and by adopting more scientific methods in 
the supervision of herds and flocks. 


The manpower demands of the Armed Forces and War 
Industries have created a serious labour shortage on Alberta 
farms. The Provincial Department of Agriculture, in co-operation 
with the Dominion Department of Labour, will continue to render 
every possible assistance to the farmers in meeting this shortage. 
My Government proposes to enter into an agreement with the 
Dominion Government to provide in this field a similar service to 
that rendered in 1948, whereby the Agricultural demands for 
farm labour in the Province were effectively met and the crops 
successfully harvested. 


In the field of Public Health my Government proposes to 
introduce Legislation to provide for free hospitalization for all 
maternity patients who are bona fide residents of the Province. 
It is hoped by this measure to ensure that maternity patients 
will be enabled to receive adequate pre-natal, natal and post-natal 
care and thus contribute to the safe-guarding of the health and 
well-being of our mothers and children. 


The Report of the Committee on Child Welfare appointed by 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council will be tabled, and legislation 
implementing its recommendations will be submitted for your 
consideration. It is hoped by this measure to broaden greatly the 
scope of child welfare work and to ensure that our neglected and 
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delinquent children will receive the very best of care from a well- 
trained staff, thus giving them every opportunity to become good 
citizens. 


My Government will continue to co-operate fully with the 
Federal Government and the Military Authorities in all matters 
pertaining to the health of His Majesty’s Forces. 


In the preparation for the Post-War period my Government 
is determined that the good health of our people shall be given a 
key position. To this end steps are being taken to expand still 
further preventive health services throughout the Province as 
part of a Post-War Public Health Programme. 


To ensure the efficient administration of more extensive 
services relating to public welfare, legislation will be introduced 
creating a Department of Public Welfare under the supervision 
of a responsible Minister. Within the scope of this Department 
will be included the services of a Soldiers’ Welfare and Advisory 
Committee, which will be established for the purpose of safe- 
guarding the rights and best interest of Returned men and 
women, and of the dependants of those now absent in the Armed 
Forces. 


Legislation to provide necessary protection to parents who 
are confronted with financial difficulties owing to circumstances 
arising from the fact that their sons and daughters are absent 
in the service of their Country will be submitted for your 
consideration. 


My Government will continue to assume a greater portion of 
the costs of Education by progressively increasing School Grants. 
To further assist in solving the problem of securing competent 
teachers, particularly in outlying and isolated areas, it is proposed 
to extend the policy of paying graduated bonuses in such areas 
over and above the regular salary schedule. This arrangement 
proved very satisfactory during the past year, and has resulted 
in schools being kept open in those areas where, otherwise, it 
would have been impossible to secure teachers. Other measures 
also will be placed before you designed to assist in meeting the 
War-time problem of teacher shortage. 


Legislation will be introduced which will make it possible to 
regulate effectively, gas and oil in Turner Valley and elsewhere 
in the Province, so as to eliminate gas wastage, to prevent 
monopoly control, and to see that all producers are enabled to 
participate rateably in any available markets. 


My Government intends to give every encouragement to 
Exploratory and Development work, and to see that our oil and 
other Natural Resources are developed in the best interests of 
all the people of the Province. New regulations recently introduced 
should result in a greatly extended programme of Exploratory 
work during the coming year. 


The Alberta Research Council, as set up by the last Session 
of this Legislature, has had a very satisfactory year. It is the 
intention of my Government to further extend the work of this 
Council, and to give it every encouragement. Its activities include 
scientific Research in respect to the commercial development of 
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the McMurray Tar Sands. My Government is making preparation 
to bring these vast Resources into actual production as rapidly as 
the results of experimental research warrant and permit. 


The Committee on Post-War Reconstruction, which was set 
up by Act of this Legislature, has prepared a Progress Report 
which will be submitted for your consideration. 


The extreme necessity for war equipment having eased to a 
point where highway and other construction materials are now 
available, my Government has prepared a very comprehensive 
construction programme which will be commenced immediately 
with available manpower and equipment and accelerated as 
rapidly as required to meet the demands for the rehabilitation of 
our Armed Forces and of those who will be released from war 
industries. This programme includes the construction of new 
buildings to meet the need for improved social services and a very 
considerable extension of our highway net-work as well as 
improvements to existing highways. 


My Government will make provision at this Session for the 
improvement of district roads in the organized sections of the 
Province and, by increased grants to municipalities, enable them 
to improve their secondary and market roads, in order that 
citizens living in the rural areas may have all-weather highways 
as quickly as possible. 


Having regard to the increased demand for the Natural 
Resources known to exist in the Northern areas of the Province, ° 
and beyond, it is the intention of my Government to greatly 
improve existing Northern transportation and communication 
facilities and extend them as rapidly as possible in order that 
these essential materials may be made available for Post-War 
Reconstruction. 


Attendant upon the policy of municipal reorganization and 
enlargement, and to implement the new accounting system for 
rural municipalities, and to further improve the efficiency and 
economy of administration, legislation will be introduced enabling 
each municipality to consolidate all the tax levies into a single 
whole and to provide that all taxes collected shall be paid into a 
single general revenue fund instead of into the many and several 
trust accounts. 


As a corollary of my Government having relieved the burden 
of debt for some ten thousand farmers by the cancellation of 
$861,000 of old obligations resulting from advances made to them 
during the years 1931 to 19385 (inclusive) for relief feed, and 
seed and fuel, and having removed the attendant encumbrances 
against their land to revive and re-establish their credit for Post- 
War Progress, legislation will be introduced to enable compromise 
settlements where necessary on similar advances made since that 
date. 


To encourage the training of youth in the skills required by 
modern industry, and also to provide for the training of men and 
women returning to industrial employment from military service, 
my Government will introduce an Apprenticeship Act for your 
consideration. 
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Having regard to the need and the importance of rural 
electrification and of hydro-electric and other forms of power 
development in Alberta, my Government proposes to introduce a 
Bill to establish an Alberta Power Commission. 


It is proposed to further reorganize and expand the services 
provided through the facilities of the Provincial Treasury 
Branches to the end that earnings exceeding the cost of providing 
such services will revert to the people. In the future the Treasury 
Branches will be utilized as public service agencies through which, 
in addition to the present services, the public will be able to 
obtain at reduced costs various Trust Company services. Govern- 
ment Departmental services will be further decentralized through 
these agencies, and through them the people will be able to secure 
both Government Fire and Life Insurance. To meet popular 
demands types of Life Insurance policies have been increased to 
include Children’s Insurance and Educational Endowments. 


My Government intends to pursue, with vigour, its efforts to 
bring about the reforms of the existing Monetary system neces- 
sary to the assurance of Social and Economic security with 
freedom for all. 


The Public Accounts for the past fiscal year, together with 
the Estimates for the coming year, will be presented for your 
consideration. 


The reports of the various Departments of Government will 
be tabled. 


I leave you now to the discharge of your Legislative duties, 
trusting that under the guidance of a Divine Providence, your 
deliberations may tend to the further advancement, welfare and 
prosperity of our people. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


Mr. Speaker requested the Members to rise and stand in 
silence in tribute to the memory of the late Premier Aberhart 
and the late Mr. A. Speakman. 


Mr. Speaker welcomed as a visitor to the Assembly Lord 
Sempill, Peer of the House of Lords, who occupied a seat in the 
Assembly Chamber. 


Mr. Speaker requested the Clerk to read the Certificate of 
Election which had been delivered to him from the Clerk of the 
Executive Council. 


The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly read the following 
certificate which had been delivered to him by the Clerk of the 
Executive Council:

Deer, having previously taken the oath and subscribed to the 
roll, was introduced to the Speaker by the Hon. Mr. Manning and 
the Hon. Mr. Hooke, and took his seat.

WHEREAS, cane sugar is today being imported into Canada 
in large quantities necessitating the use and loss of ships and 
men urgently needed in the war effort; and 


WHEREAS, increased facilities for processing of sugar 
beets and growing of same would promote diversified and stabil- 
ized farming in the West and at the same time provide the 
people of Canada with sugar of which they are now deprived; 
now, therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED, that this Legislative Assembly peti- 
tion and request the Dominion Government to encourage the 
production of sugar in Canada by— 


(a) Removal of the excise tax of one cent per lb. presently 
levied on beet sugar production throughout Canada. 


(b) Moving through the Commodity Prices Stabilization 
Corporation, or such other means as may be expedient, 
to bring about immediately a substantial increase in 
the production of sugar in Alberta to help meet the 
needs and requirements of the Canadian people in peace 
or war and in order that the fear of shortage of this 
essential food commodity may be abolished.

WHEREAS, the general instability in Canada’s coal mining 
industry is primarily due to the non-existence of a national coal 
policy, large numbers of coal miners even now being unemployed, 
over 700 having applied for Unemployment Insurance in the 
Drumheller Valley alone; therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED, that this Assembly, on behalf of the 
people of Alberta generally and the mine workers particularly, 
demand that the Dominion Government formulate and announce 
immediately a national coal policy which will— 

(a) Eliminate discrimination in favor of coal imports 

through subsidies; 
(6) Ensure markets for Canadian coal producers; 
(c) Provide steady employment for larger numbers of 
Canadian miners; and 

(d) Make provision for transportation facilities, either by 
way of freight rate revisions or through the renewal 
of subsidies which will enable Canadian mines to com- 
pete on an equitable basis of quality in Canadian mar- 
kets.

WHEREAS, there is much public dissatisfaction in our 
Province at the present time relative to the administration by 
the Alberta Liquor Control Board of The Government Liquor 
Control Act, being Chapter 24, R. S. A. 1942; and 


WHEREAS, Liquor Control Boards in some of the other 
Provinces of Canada have higher monthly quotas both of spirits 
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and beer than those allowed in Alberta, thus adding to the dis- 
satisfaction and discontent of many residents of our Province; 
now, therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED, that in the opinion of this Assembly 
the Government should give consideration to the appointment 
of a Commission of three, consisting of one member of this As- 
sembly, one representative of organized labour and one repre- 
sentative of the Alberta Liquor Control Board, to thoroughly 
investigate this problem, with particular attention to the follow- 
ing matters: 


(a) The necessity of introducing new regulations concern- . 
ing the distribution of beer, whereby it will be possible 
for each holder of a liquor permit to have equal oppor- 
tunity of purchasing his share of the monthly quota 
allowed, should he desire to do so. 


(6) Conduct a complete survey to ascertain why there is 
a smaller quota of spirits and beer available in Alberta 
in comparison with other Provinces in Canada having 
Liquor Control Boards. 


(c) <A thorough investigation of the charge that some 
brands of spirits are being diluted by the adding of 
water to a very high percentage, with a complete 
report of the practice now in force in this connection. 


(d) Provided the charge suggested in (c) is substantiated, 
the Commission to give serious consideration to a 
proper reduction in the cost of such spirits to the con- 
sumer, because of this dilution. 


(e) Consideration also to be given to any other matters 
relative to this question which in the opinion of the 
Commission should be reviewed. 


(f) As and when the Commission has completed its labors, 
a full report, with recommendations, must be present- 
ed to the Lieutenant Governor in Council for con- 
sideration and action.

WHEREAS, the farmers and ranchers of Alberta have 
been urged to increase production of live stock as a means of 
meeting food requirements of Britain and the United Nations, 
and such increased production of live stock was undertaken with 
the assurance of the Dominion Government that satisfactory 
prices and marketing conditions would be maintained; and 


WHEREAS, the producers have been assured that the 
Wartime Food Corporation would be prepared to buy cattle, if

1. The dependents’ allowances be increased to an adequate 
level in keeping with increased living costs, and the existing 
rigid restrictions be removed. 


2. All men and women discharged from the Armed Forces 
for reasons of health or disability which are not self-inflicted 
shall be eligible for a pension sufficient to ensure them and their 
dependents of economic security on an adequate basis, irrespec- 
tive of any considerations of any disability, real or supposed, 
from which they may have suffered before enlistment; further, 
that such men and women and their dependents shall receive 
free medical and hospital treatment. 


3. All men and women discharged from the Armed Forces 
shall receive adequate clothing allowances, of at least $150 after 
twelve months’ service. 


4. All men and women discharged from the Armed Forces 
shall, until rehabilitated in a permanent and secure position in 
the economic life of the nation, receive a monthly allowance 
equivalent to the Service pay, dependents’ allowance and sub- 
sistence for a private in the Army. 


5. The dependents of men killed in action or who die while 
serving in the Armed Forces shall receive pensions adequate to 
ensure their material comfort and well-being. 


6. The injustices of veterans of the last war and their 
dependents be reviewed and rectified to bring them into line 
with the foregoing. 


7. The administration of war veterans’ affairs be carried 
out by war veterans appointed on the recommendation of veter- 
ans’ organizations, and such administration be decentralized to 
ensure efficiency and proper attention to the needs of individual 
cases.

the Thirty-first Day of March, 1944, and the Thirty-first Day 
Of Marches 945. 


To this Bill the Royal Assent was announced by the Clerk 
of the Legislative Assembly in the following words: 


“His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor doth 
thank His Majesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, accepts their 
benevolence and assents to this Bill in His Majesty’s name.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor was 
then pleased to deliver the following Speech: 


“MR. SPEAKER: 
“MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ALBERTA: 


“In bringing to a conclusion this Fourth Session of the 
Ninth Legislative Assembly, I desire to express my appreciation 
of the earnest manner in which you have applied yourselves to 
your public duties. 


“A number of important measures have been submitted to 
your attention by my Government. I note with satisfaction the 
careful consideration you have given to all these measures, and 
your interest in promoting the welfare of our Province. 


“You may be assured that the supplies you have voted for 
the needs of my administration for the fiscal year ending the 
Thirty-first day of March, 1945, will be used with wise economy. 
I thank you for your liberality in this regard and in discharging 
you from further attendance, would assure you of my good 
wishes for the health and welfare of you all.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“Tt is His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor’s 
will and pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now prorogued 
and this Legislative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”
